THE POIiICB SEFABTMBNT. 



If anylbing vcre wanted to abow the in' 

efficiency of our policQ syatem tbe luto liar- 
iug robbeiiea in our midat would supply an 
irresistible atgumeal. Never since 1858 has 
rnscalily walked tbe atreeta witb greater im- 
punity. Iloasea are brokon opeo in broad 
daylight, and safes ere BQbmitled to Ibe 
mercy of the crowbar. Skeleton keys ore 
taken from locksmiths' windows and bedrooms 
ransacked with as much coolness and audac- 
ity aa if the robbera were tho owners of iho 
premises. Huge iron safes aro dug out of 
stores and cartled boldly through tho streets 
on a Sandf^ eveoing, and almost io tbe 
sight of paasers'by houses are literally 
emptied of their household goods. The list 
is not yet linishad ; for months back clothes 
lines have been stripped, and every avail- 
able article that ruffiaDism could lay its 
bands on has been swept away, and the 
thiovea arc just as safe to-day from punish- 
ment ae they were before tbe ofienoes were 
committed. Io this atato of aHairs the 
Grand Jury, in responsa to the opening re- 
marks of Judge Ncedham complaining of the 
panoity of policsment "regard tbe police 
force aa inadeqaate to tho wanta of lbs col- 
ony." The idea is plaasible enoogb. II 
crime is rampant, tbe first thought tbat is 
suggested is the insufHcient number of the 
guardians of public properly and public 
peace ; but Dothiog in tbe present in8tai}co 
is more fallsoiooa. Never, wo believe, since 
1858, has there been a larger force connected 
wiih the police and gaol establisbmeot of 
Victoria than there is at present. In times 
when ihe population was half as large again, 
when ten times tho rowdyism was prevalent, 
when gambling was almost universal through- 
out the city, tbe establishment waa conaldur- 
ably smullor tbon it i» now, and public safety 
appeared to be OD a much more aeoure foot- 
ing. Tho Grand Jnry as well aa the Judge, 
belore complaining of the inadequacy of the 
police, should linve Drst acquainted them 
eehea with these facta. Ilud they done eo 
they wonid not have asked lor additions to 
the force. The force wanta no additions ; on 
the contrary it will admit of every reduction 
pointed oat by the Assembly. What the 
establishment, however, does want, is a sys- 
tem — a genuine police system, that instead 
of wearing the man out by ceaseless and Io 
agreat extent purposelesa rounds, will econo' 
mise (heir labor by tbe introduction of the de 
teotive element. At present several of our io. 
habitants are sofTering from recent daring rob> 
beriea, perpetrated in the most open manner, 
and with no spicial ingenuiiy ; and yet small 
as the oily ia, the perpeirators are still uii 
discovered. Does this imply want in th( 
Dambers of tbe police, or in the system ? 
We ibink there are scarcely a dozen people 
on the Island but will say without tbe least 
hesitalioo thai the fault ia in the system. Let 
a good delectivo, and there are several ir 
Victoria, be employed, and we guarantee tha 
crime will no longe: stalk through our streets 
fearless and uaabuahed. Such a man would 
be worth to the eommnaity more than half 
tbe present force. This is tbe element tbat is 
so sadly wanling just now, and until it is 
supplied all the additions to the force that we 
can make will bo merely throwing good 
money after bad. No one blames tho police- 
men ; they bava no doubt plenty to do, and 
very poor pay lot their services; but their 
energies are altogether misdirected. Let 
them be placed under the control of the City 
Council ; let them have decent pay and proper 
directions, and wo feel certain throe-fourths 
the present number will suffice lor nil 
practical purposes. The eomplainia made 
yesterday in court about the want of police 
implied that some fa'ling ofiThad taken place 
in the number, and that so iic of the recent 
oulragea had been perpetrated under these cir- 
cumstances. It u scarcely necessary to tell 
our readern that so far there haa been no 
dimioulion in the establishment. Tbe police 
force at present in Victoria is, as we have 
already said, much larger than it has been in 
times when there was much greater neoassity 
(or it, and has proved tho truthfulness of llic 
old ttduge that lliere is danger rather than safely 
sotnctifnes in numbers. If during the few days 
of the Asaizos there ia an insufficient coniplu- 
ment to Qll all the necessary duties, let a few 
apeciul coostablos be added to the Hat for the 
time being, but lot ua not hear of such extra- 
ordinary demands as an addition to a force 
which, un ler proper management, would be 
far more than the neces.uiticB uf ihu conimuiiiiy 
would demand in winters plethoric with ruf- 
fianism, much leas when tbe season ia passed 
and summer with its placidity and quietude 
is drawing near.

General ruse to address tbo jury for the prose- 
cution. Mr. McCretght, iostructed by .Mr. 
Courtney, appeared for tbe prisoners. 

Tho evidence in this case which was the 
robbery from a Chinaman of $51 in gold dust 
on Ist January last, has already been pub- 
lished in our police reports. 

After a .-.liorl consultation, the jury returned 
a verdict of j'uiliy on the lirst count, with a 
rocominendiition to merey. 

Heyiiui r.i. Ah .Mooey, Ah King nad Ah 
Keon, charged with theft and receiving stolen 
goods. Tbo prisoners pleaded guilty, and 
were held for sentence. 

IIIOIIWAY HOBURRY. 

Ilegiiia vs. Francis and Ifm. Rosa. — 
Robbery on Iho highways, accompanied by 
violence. 

Tho prisoners were indicted for assanlting 
a Cliinamau named Ah Chung on tho 9tli 
,lanuary Inst on tho hl.ihro:\d, nbonl two 
miles out of town, ami stealing from his per- 
son a sum oi $bl in gold dust aud a pair ol 
eboei. 



JMr. MoCreight, inslruct'.'d by Mr, Conrt- 
nev, defended tho prisoners. 

The Attorney General having given tho 
jury a briel outline of the case called Iho 
Chinaman Ah Chun.ij who, through an inter- 
preler, confirmed the slulement on oath made 
by him at tha preliminary enquiry iu the 
Police Court, and swore distinctly that Iho 
prisoner Fronois Ross, who was drunk, 
struck him on tho head with n bottle, and 
immediately afterwards he saw William Rosa 
rolling up bis, (tbe Chinaman's) belt coDlain- 
ing the gold-dust. His shoes were in the 
hands ut Francis, Koss. There were ihreo 
men present, abd'ufvsi' '^ba atlack the Oliinu- 
mau proceeded lo tba Oaklaods Hotel near 
hy, leaving Ihe meo on tho same spot. 

Aime Le Claire, deposed that he heard n 
noise ; saw the'' ^Chiaayai) running up who 
told him he had been robbed by three met; 
of his shoes, hat and gold dust,. pointing out 
10 wiinees in the;dl8tands ib^nrea' men,'two 
ol whom he recognized as the prisoners whom 
lis had just before seen al the O.ililiinds 
drinking. 

Sergeant IViliner |)roved tbatlid overheard 
I William Ross relating in ii hou-^o on lliim- 
I boldt street the wholu circumslanci s ol the 
robbery, which coincided with the pn viou.s 
evidence, excoptii.g that he fixed tho Ihufi | 
ol the shoes on the ihird man, Gomian, and 
denied nil kno .vlodgo of Ihe gold dust. 

The stalemenl of tho prise lu^r William 
Ross was handed in and proved- 

Mr. Mc(,reiglit addressed Ihe jury on be- 
half of Iho prisoner at soniu leiij;tli, ami His 
Lordship having delivered his charge the 
jury retired for a few minotes and brought in 
a verdict of guilty against the two prisoners 
on tbo first conut, recommending ihcm lo 
mercy. 

His Lordship said ho quile coincided in 
tbe verdict, und tho recommendation should 
have its due weight ; he discharged the jury 
until Tuesday at 10 a.m. 

The prisoners wore removed, sentence 
being reserved. 

I..MICK.\V. 

Regina vs. Ah Keon, Ah Kni'j, aud Ah 
Money — Larceny. 

Tho prisoners, who arc Chinese, were 
charged with stealing some jewelry Irom 
premises, on Trounce Alley, the properly of 
one Sophie Colombo. 

The Attorney General entered o noWc pro- 
sequi against the two last named prisoners. 

A fresh jury wos empannellod, with 
Redfern aa foreman. 

Mr. McCreight, instructed by .Mr. lii-hup, 
defended the prisoners and inlormed ilo; 
Court that .ns iho charge was withdrawn 
against tba two last named prisoners he was 
instructed to plead guilty to tbe charge, on 
behalf of Ah Keon and would ask Uls Lord- 
ship, in consiaeratioD of the thett having tieen 
instigated by another Chinaman wbo luiu 
lefi lor ihe Sound — 

Hia Lordship— What, tbe Doctor? tho 
medical gentleman I 

Mr. iMcCrei^jht said tbe proseculrLr wished 
to reeommeiul the piisooer to mercy, anil 
would give him a good characier. Ho liicro- 
fore asked for a light sentence. 

Sophie Colombo was then examined as to 
the prisoner's character. 

Tlin Attorney General remarked that it 
waa a diliicnit thing to distinguish belw 
good Chinamen uiul bad Chinamen, and he 
drew tho utienlion ol tbe Courl lo Iho Ire 
quenl occurrence of similar crimes (jf late 
One of the diamond rings stolen hud cost 
S-la in San Francisco. 

His Lordship said he waa disposed to give 
due consideration to tbo good charuoler and 
reconimendution given by the prosecutrix, 
but al the saiiic time persons wbo trans- 
gressed the laws of the country must be 
punished. 

The prisoners. Ah King and Ah Money, 
were then told by His Lordship that they 
had snfiered anariow escape ol severe pun- 
isbmeot and must lake care not to appear 
before him again. Ah Keon was held for 
sentence. 

THE OCCIDENTAL K.MKUTK. 

Daniel Watson, Henry J. Rohiuson 
William E. Andrews, and James lirown 
were arraigned on an iridicimenl charg- 
ing them : First, wilh assaulting, beating, 
111 ireating, and inflicting bodily harm on 
the person of John Gordon Vinler. Secondly, 
with coininoa assaulL Thirdly, with being 
assembled together at the Occidental Saloon 
to oommit an affray, 

A jury waa empanelled with Mr. A. Wilson 
as foreman. 

Mr. McCreight instrooted by Mr. Court 
ney defeuded tbe prisoner Brown, wbo wa-^ 
out on bail. Tbe other prisooers were un- 
defended. 

The Crown prosecutor having made a few 
remarks on the case, called 

Julin Uorilon Vmlcr sworn — Am adjulnnt 
and lieutenant ol the Volunteer (,'orp.<, ami 
am otherwise a gentleman of no eniploymeiit. 
RemeniDer being in tbe Oecideiilal S.ilooii 
al 3 o'clock in the morning, in co:i paiiy with 
Mr. Tronsoii and Mr. Pluinmer. Tr aison 
und I were playing cards, Mr. Plummer was 
looking on. The barkeeper, Peter Cargolich, 
was present while we were so engaged. 
Several persons, four of wiiom I recogni/,.i 
as tha I risonors at the bar, enleriMl the saloon. 
They first went lo the b.ir and then came Ui 
the end ol the room where wo wero siding, 
and approached the table. One of them 
placing his hand on iny whoulder oll'ered to 
back my hand. He pulled out several S'.!0 
pieces. I told hini I could play my own 
game, and did not want to have anything to 
do with him. immediately afterwards my 
gloves were knocked off tho toble by some 
one, and as I stooped to pick them up u box 
of matches was thrown at me from tbe c-ther 
side of tbe table. Mr. Plummer made some 
remark to the man Watson, who threw the 
mulches, and pushed him away. The latter 
raised a chair threatening lo knock his 
hrains out. While 1 was looking at thi-; I 
was assaulted from behind and struck a sl- 
vero blow on tho sideApf the head winch 
knocked me down, and T harilly remember 
what occurred alUTwanls. 1 ilid not ..;ee 
Ihe man who st.-iick tbe blow ; but Irom the 
position consider it w.is Itfuwn. 1 n^ineinber 
being kicked at.il line'' or jurnpe l upon on 
the chest, I was kicked on the head by ihe 
same man, anil leceived blows in my h,'a.l 
and lace while down. Pari of my whi.-k,^rs 
woro pulled out. Cannot say what the others 
were doing. 1 only recognize the laco ol 
one man (liobiiison) from having seen hiin 
on the hlreet. My nose was cut. 1 bad u 
large out on Ihe back of my lieail, two black 
eyes, and an injury in tho chest thut caused 
me to spit blood. I was not in a condition 
to remember when tbe aflruy oeased, but was 
perlactly sober. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McCreight — liiown 
placed bis hand gently on my shoulder when 
lie oOered to bet on my hand ; Plummer 
pushed tho man Watson away when he 
threw the mutches at me; be was a liltle 
excited ; I had my sword on nl the time ; 1 
ploued my left hand on it to steady it, as uiiv 
one would do when about to rise, tint did out 
do it aggressively ; I ilo not now fi'el ilu,' 
elfects ol Ihi) injuries, but Ihc black eye w.is 
inconvenimit for sonic lirnn. 

Jiolierl I'lniiDHcr sworn — W.is present on 
tho occasion refi rred lo \vlp ii live or *ix men 
entered the Oecidjotiil. I saw one o( them 
paitly sil on iho table and pull ont somo 
,■5120 pieces, oll'eriiig lo bucic .Mr. Vinter's play. 
1 was standing with my back lo Iho lire. 
Tiiey talked und interlcred with llio game, 
and a box of matches was thrown at Mr. 
Vinlor. 1 then interfered myself and pushed 
the man away who threw it. Ho raised a 
chair overhead with both hands and ran al 
mo. Ho did not slriku me, as I steppud 
back. Ho dropped the chair and struuk me 
with bis fist, Anpthei maa tben got bold of 
tba lop of an iron splttooo and threatened to 
strike oie with it. Having nothing io my 
hand I ran to tbe other end of Ibe room ; 
when I returned at tba right hand side ot 
tho billiard tables to tbe spot ilio parties 
passed hy the lelt and went down siuir... 1 
went to Mr. Vinter and wushed and dressed 
his wounds ; whilo eo oiigaged the barkeeper 
returned wilh tho police ; or.n ol the men, I 
should havo said, stcppeil behind Mr. Vinler 
and drew hia aword, which lio held in a tliiouU 
aning manner- 
Mr. MoCrcight asked a few queslioiis in 
crnsn-examinaiion. 

Peter Caryotich sworn — Recognized llio 
four piiBOuprs as baring been in tbe Oooi" 
dental ulooa on the oooailoo referred lo. 



Gillespie nnd Knox were also proflenl ; I re- 
fused to give them drinks because I thought 
they were rough nnd not the right sort of 
ineil lo give drinks In, and that they meant lo 
kick up II row. Brown said if I did not 
give them the drinks they would go and lio'p 
themaelvos; to avoid a row I went behind 
the bur nnd gave them drinks ; Hrown took 
out some $'20 pieces to pay lor Hie drinks ; 1 
took six hits and went dawn stairs lo put out 
tl:o light; on coming up I heard lighting | 
and saw Capt. Vinter on llio ground being 
beaten by Brown, wbo was kneeling on his 
breast. Mr. It'lommer and Mr. Tronsun were 
near Vinter trying to protect him, but could 
not dosobeoauBO tbere were so many men. 
Four of the men took bold of billiard cues 
and said if I came an iaoh luriher ihey 
would smash my brains ont. Andrews had 
Mr. Vinter's sword in his band and said if I 
moved an inob further bo would cut me in 
two. Instead of being out ia two I went for 
tho police. 

Prisoner Watson — Diil you see me with a 
billiard cue in my hand 1 

Witness — I did. You were on tlii) side 
where Mr. Vinter was. 

To Rohiiisoii — I know you wi.r.j in the 
room ; you h id a drink ; 1 saw yon after- 
war. Is nenr ti e largo look ing-gLifS. 

Eilward 'I'ronson — Conlirined the state- 
ments of the previona witnes^cs ; the prisoners 
seemed as il tlmy wanted to get up a row ; 
saw Wntaiin throw the box id matehes at .Mr 
Vinter, when Mr. Plummer shoved him 
aiviiy and he r;iri al I'liiniinHr with u chair; 
Vinler was io the act of risin;.; whon lljo 
matches were thrown. Tha next thing I 
saw ol him ho was on the lloor nnd Hrown 
on top ol him nnd pounding him. Ouo of 
llio men drew Mr. Vinter's award nnd threat- 
ened to run anybody through who ailenipled 
10 interlero between Hrown and llie latter ; 1 
tried to get Ihe aword but did not succeeil ; 
two or three others had hold of billiard cues. 
The sword waa afterwards thrown on the 
floor ; tbe row lasted ahnnt 5 minutes. I ro . 
cognize Brown and Watson, but not the 
other two. 

To prisoner Watson — I did not sen you 
wilh a cue in your hand afler Ihc row eoni- 
iiienced ; could not say whether you were on 
ibut side will re the lighting was going on. 

To prisoner Robinson — Could not say 
whether you had hold of a cue. 

Uoberl riiiinmor recalled — U'plied to two 
or three (pie.<tioiis Irom the liii-Dnrrs. 

Peter Ciirg.,tieh recalled — Was (joestioned 
by tho (Joiirl as lo whether any raslriotions 
Were iiiipusiMl on Houses of Eoterlainmcnt as 
to iiour^ ol closing. 

The Atlonii-y-General explained the eir- 
c imstances uinler which il had not lie, ri con- 
sidered advisable lo place any restrictions as 
lo IliMirs (d ''I'l-iiig, except oil .'-ll;ida_\ 8. 

Hi.i Honor remarked llmt in iMiglaiid they 
imisl close at midnight, thai being considered 
a reasonable hour, and anything beyond llial 
lending to disturb Ihe public peace. 

.Mr. McCreight — The Eiigli.-,li Act ap(*lic8 
here too. 

This closed the case lor the proaeoulion. 
Mr. McCrc-ight suggested lo the Court lhat 
tbere was no evidence to go to a jury under ihe 
third count of an aQiay. Tha disturbance 
look place up slairs. 

His ILinor concoried in Ibis view, and so 
Informed the jury. 

Mr. McOcight then addressed the juiy on 
behalf of tbe prisoner Brown, revicwi'n:; the 
evidence unj urging upon l.' ejury, although 
he could not insult them liy denying thai 
lirowu waa present and loi I; pari in the dis- 
turbance or lhat Ihe conduct ot the parlies 
was unjuslili..hle, to coosiJer the lali ii(!>s ol 
die boor and the laci thai I'.niiirner wa- the 
lirsl to poll one of llie [larty, iiiiil that Viiiler 
had, ucoori.'ing to his own slalemeiil, placed 
his hand upon tiis sword, both of whicli were 
coo-HlriK^d as aggressivn acls and led lo the 
hu li-e(pieiit eiieouiiier. when Vinler, no iloubl 
eneu iiincred liy Ins aword, lell to llie ^touuiI 
His Lordship, lo sumniiiig up told tlie jiirv 
liefore Ihey could liud the [irisonors guiliy un 
Iho joini charge, they must liml that ihey en- 
tered the premises with the intention ul coo- 
eeil,.d act'on, b'll they might still liiid the 
p.'irtiej severally iir separately guilty. Tbe 
only thing wa.^ wlimher they e in-idered that 
Ihu evidence e.slalili-lK'd that .Mr. Vinler sul- 
lercd bodily harm Irom the assault cominitlcd 
upon him. His Lordship designated Ihe 
ireaiment of Vinler as most cowardly and 
brulal, an act thatou manneiism or rudeness 
could jusiity, and thought that as reasonable 
men Ihey could not but find thut he had sus- 
taini'd grievous bodily harm The injury lo 
the chest, wbiob caused him lo spit blood, 
iiiighi have produced the greatest misery in 
alter years. The ncxl thing, then, wua who 
cotnriiitled lhat a-Saiilt',' Against Blown 
lliere was tbe clearest evidence, and llgairl^l 
tho other Ihroe il was inlereiilially us strong 
that they were aiding and abetting. Hi- 
Lordship pniiued out to iIk- jury tho difli'reol 
modes ill which they eouM reruler their ver. 
diet iitidci the .sep iiale euuiils ugaiiisl the 
prisoners. 

The priaoncrs who were not defemled were 
told tliil they might uildress tho jury. 

Watson B.iid i:. was bis lirst olleiice in Ihe 
colony, and he h id been here live years. He 
b:ul already sullcred six weeks' iuiprisiionreii,, 
uiul it was (|uitc hy accident thut be .vein 
into the saloon. Ilo was invited lo go up 
and take a drink ant< did bo. When hu was 
pushed by Plummer ho aoled in self-dofencc 
and had no hand in tho aflray or commiiliiig 
un assault. He bud never been belore a 
nugisiralc or judge, or been imprisoned be 
fore. 

Robinson said he was passing by and was 
asked by Brown to go up and lake n drink. 
Afler driaiting he went down stairs to bed 
and saw nothing of tbe fight. Ho was not in 

the saloon Iwo minnlea. 

Aiid.'ews said he did nol go into the saloon 
wilh thi! intention ol miking a row. lie was 
liivilel upstairs by Brown lo driiik. Il was 
his lirst olleiice, iiiid nut his hiitiit, and he 
liop-'d llie geiiilemeii ol Ihe jury wo;ild i.iol; 
U;ion ilso. lie had been six weeks in |iiisiiii, 
Ills Lord-hip told the jury in placing their 
i.stiinatL' upon the stall meot.. undo lo disre- 
gard the Imprisi riineot already sullered, .ii 
thai wus lor the Court alumi lo consider. 
They must confine themselves to deieriniii..' 
aye or no tho guilt of all or uny ol the pri- 

The jury, nlicr being absent lor three quar- 
ters ol un hour, came inlo Court with a ver- 
dict of guilty ugainai Brown uuder tirst and 
second counts, and guilty against Ibe other 
three under the second count. 

Tho prisoners were removed to gaol, and 
the Court adjuurnod until Ion o'clock on this 
(Tuesday) inorning. 

To-day the lollowing oases will be tried: 
Long Pung lor perjury ; 
Dick, for theft ; 
Charles Coldwell, manslaughter.
